Whereas the general affembly of the ſtate of North-Carolina,

States of America, certain weſtern lands therein delcribed,? ` 
‘in the words following, to wit: | 


W HERE AS the United States in Congress assenibleih

territory, to make cessions of part ef the same, as a further

cafe, the governor for the time being, fhall;and he. is hereby, 
required to perfect, from tithe to time, fuch titles, in fuch man- 
ner as if this act had never been paſſed. And that all entries: 
made by, or grants: made to all and every perfon or perſons 
whatfoever, agreeable to law, and within the limits: hereby. in- 
tended to be ceded to the United States, fliall. have the fame: 
force and effect as if fuch ceffion had not been made; and that. 
all and every right of occupancy and pre-emption, and every 
other right referved by any act or acts to perſons fettled on, 
and occupying lands within the limits of the lands hereby in- 
tended to be ceded.as. aforefaid, fhall continue te be in full. 
force, in the fame manner as if the ceſſion had not been made, 
and as conditions upon which the faid lands are ceded ‘to the- 
United States.
